A Justice Df the Peace m Abbottslown Over 


25 Years. 


John H. Flickinger one of tbe most 


widely known Citizens of Abbottstown, 
died on Tuesday morning of last week- 
IB was born Jan. 1, 1S34, and at bis 
death was aged 70 years, 4 months and 16 
lays. The funeral was held on last 
Thursday In Emmanuel's Informed 
hurch, Abbottstown, K3V. S. P. Mau- 
ler conducted the services with inter- 
ment in ;Mt. OHvet Cemetery at same 
?lace. 


He spent his bojhood da}s on bin 
atber's farm, one mile west of Abbotts- 
owu. At an earl; age bis father died, 
nd a few years thereafter bis mother 
lain married a Mr. Adam Stiff an. 
'be children surviving Cbe0rst husband 
•ere John, William and Sirab Fliok- 
nger, and those of the second husband 
•ere Samuel, E Iward and Mary Steflan- 
John Flickingar, or, aa he was uni- 
ersally known, "Squire" Flickiuger, 
>ontfoity years ago moved with his 
iDtber, stepfather, biothers, sisters and 
iBpbrothers and stepsisters to Abbotts- 
own, where he continued to live until 
is death, In Abbottstown, he was ae- 
Dciated witb bis mother in conducting 
laige store, for many years. After re- 
ring from tbe store business he en- 
aeed in the manufacture of cigars and 
as finally elected to tha office of Just- 
e of the Peace, which office he contin- 
ously held for almost 30 years, serving 
s sixth term, doubtless one ol tbe long- 
it periods of anyone in that capacity in 
he state. Along with business of last- 
e of the Peace, he was widely known 
as a sale clerk. Tha "Squire" had the 
onBdence of all who knew htm as a 
ery accurate and efficient sale clerk, 
otook a great interest in his church, 
le Emmanuel Reformed church of Ab- 
ut tatown and served in all the various 
facial capacities of the church from 
me to time; when not elder or deacon, 
ten trustee or secretary of the council.

four times lower than the lowest record 
mentioned. Tae strongest illustrations 
are usually used to send homej proposl 
lions. 


Many local observers have been of the 


Impression tbat divorces have bee-a 
steadily increasing In Adams count; 
They seem much more numerous in re- 
cent y?ars than formerly. Just what 
this cause might be might appear upon 
a thorough examination of the records, 
but such is not tbe purpose now.

Captain Avery's wife was forced by the 
British to bake bread, to preserving the 
historic Wallace House at Somervillei 
New Jersey wherein Washington made 
war-maps in 1778-79. That ths society 
possesses national headquarters iu Wash- 
ington, costlog twenty thousand dollars 
a year; the official approval of Uncle 
Sam, who voluminously prints its reports 
ana a monthly magazine for publication 
of Itevolutionary data, further =iakes it 
distinctive among patriotic societies of 
American Women. As a crowning me- 
morial, moreover, to men and women of 
the Revolution—"Continentals in ragged
